What is behind this sudden decision of Pre- 
mier Reid and his ministers to vacate their 
offices, pronto, and let Mr. Aberhart, B.A, do 
it? 

For months they have been accused of hang- 
ing on to office for the sake of ministerial sal- 
aries, and have opened not 
their mouths in reply. 

On the aight of the great 
wind, when the returns came 
in, Premier Reid announced 
that he and his ministers 
would stay on for the cus- 
tomary three weeks or so be- 
fore handing over the reins of 
government. They announced 
the very date. They chose 
Friday the Thirteenth for the 
deed. And now they want to

get out in a hurry, before ever 
returns are received. 
What's behind it all? 


On many election platforms, I undertook to 
make some predictions as to the course of events 
that would happen in the event of Mr. Aber- 
hart and his fledgelings—not one of them with 
the slightest modicum of legislative experience 
—coming into cffice. They were all quite 
sincerely and honestly arrived at, without boast 
or bias. God forbid they shall come true. 


Inexperienced people think casually of gov- 
ernments as mysterious entitles with powers to 
do anything they wish, and with illimitable 
supplies of money. Both of these commonly 
accepted impressions are wrong. Governments 
have their powers strictly delimited by their 
constitutions. They cannot move a finger out- 
side their special jurisdictions. So far as money 
is concerned, most provincial governments are 
hard put to for cash. They can impose direct 
taxation, but can't make people pay. They can't 
load prices up before the customer gets them, 
as the federal government can, without import 
duties, dumping penalties, excise levies and tax 
sales. 

Most provincial governments have been un- 
able out of revenue to pay interest on their 
borrowings in recent years. The anti-trade pol- 
icies of Ottawa during the past five years have 
cut the trade of Canada in two, and revenues 
have suffered. 


Here are some of the predictions I made, 
based upon legislative experience in 1917 when 
a party with which I was associated took office 
in a sister province, inheriting a bankrupt 
treasury and a raft of civil service salary checks 
for current salaries, and a similar observation in 
Saskatchewan in 1930 when the Anderson gov- 
ernment inherited a treasury that hadn't as 
much money in it as your baby’s bank. It had 
less than a nickel in it 

I predicted the following: 

(a) Removal of funds from the province 
by scared bank depositors. 

(b) A rush to cash provincial savings 
certificates, without funds sufficient to meet 
the demands. 

(c) Refusal of the banks to extend credit 
facilities to the government until satisfied 
of the stable character of its policies, and 
a curtailment of bank credit to commercial 
customers. 

(d) Inability to meet civil service sal- 
aries without bank credit. 

(e) Inability to continue provincial relief 
without bank credit. 

(f) A C.0.D. policy by wholesale houses 
to country storekeepers, and in turn by the 
storekeeper: to their customers. 

At the risk of carving a bad name as a finan- 


cial prophet, I still hope that facts may prove 
me wrong 


Except for the first two predictions, the 
removal of funds by scared depositors and a 
movement to cash provincial savings certifi- 
cates, then already under way, and the C.O.D. 
policy to country storekeepers already decided 
upon by one very large wholesale firm, the 
whole thing depends upon the attitude of the 
banks and the ability of Mr. Aberhart to meet 


a refusal of credit with some financial mechan- 
ism of his own 

“We're going to abolish the banks,” declared 
several enthusiasts when I ventured to outline 
the banking difficulties they must be prepared 
to meet. None of them seemed clear as to how 
they will finance between the time they abolish 
the banks and the 18 months or so that Mr. Aber- 
hart requires to ponder on his scheme and in- 
voke the “power from on high” on which he 
depends 

Far be it from me to say it can't be done 
after the people have spoken. I've read of how 
Moses struck the reck and the water came, of 
how Elijah was fed by the ravens and the chil- 
dren of Israel were fed by manna from on high 
I've actually seen a man on a stage take rabbits 
out of a hat and a duck from under his coat 


tails. So all our jeremiads mzy yet prove to be 
unfounded 


Then why do Mr. Reid and his ministers who 
distinguished themselves by their tenacity in 
clinging to office, want to get out in such a 
great hurry? 


The explanation is clear. They haven't the 
Aberhart secret. They don't know what to do. 
They're probably scared stiff at the number 
of holders of provincial savings certificates who 
have demanded their money back. Now that 
the treasury cash has run out and recourse has 
had to be made to payment by check the gov- 
ernment probably concludes that Mr. Aberhart 
is the proper man te hendle the situation. 

With that viewpoint supporters and Oppo- 
nents of the Aberhart proposals, must al] agree 
Now his supporters ere in, there is no need to 
keep the Aberhart secret 4 secret any longer 
lest rivals stea) it from him 


There are savings certificates checks to 
honor, there are relief funds to provide, there 
are civil service salaries to meet, there are 
highway election-gangs to bs paid and a sum 
averaging nearly three-quariers of a million 
doliars a month in interest to discharge 

If through banker-fear no bank credit can be 
obtained, then the stage is set in Alberta for the 
most needed miracle of modern times. If it can 
be done, then no honor is too high, no reward 
too great for Mr. Aberhart

Babies Need Special Care |SIDE GL ANCES — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

One of the outstanding achievements in the 
care of infants concerns the improved methods 
of feeding during the summer months, which 
have had the desirable effect of cutting down 
on “summer complaint.” This disorder is most 
prevalent among bottle-fed babies 

During the summer season 
it is important to make sure 
that everything that baby 
puts into his mouth is thor- 
oughly sterilized and kept 
away from flies and dust. If 
the mother takes the fime 
and trouble to feed the baby 
correctly, and if she does not 
keep him too warm with 
clothes, the summertime is as 
safe for the infant as any 
other time. During a hot day,

the baby needs very few, or no clothes, and 


should be protected by screens or 
against the common housefly. 

On a hot day it is a good plan to sponge 
the baby off, especially during the heat of the 
day. This will keep him capler and greatly add 
to his comfort. 

Great care should be used in securing 
clean, wholesome milk, and the milk which 
is not used immediately must be kept cold on 
ice or by placing in an electric refrigerator. 
Rich, creamy milk, while valuable in winter, 
may be a handicap during the hot wéather 
If the baby develops digestive disturbances, it 
may be a good plan to remove part of the 
cream from the top of the bottle of milk. If 
raw milk is used, it should be of the certified 
variety. If certified raw milk is not obtaineble, 
it is better to be on the safe side and to use 
the pasteurized milk. Babies should be given 
pure distilled water, or cold boiled water to 
drink during the hot weather. Offer the water 
several times daily. 

Every baby, whether breast fed or fed 
upon certified or pasteurized milk, should be 
given either orange juice or tomato juice daily. 
This should be begun early and the amount 
increased as the baby grows older. The fruit 
juices will provide the infant with vitamin 
C, and if given immediately before the feed- 
ing, are of value in helping to cause smaller 
curds in the milk—a beneficial aid to digestion. 

The important vitamins and food minerals 
aré supplied by the fruit juice, and the com- 
bination of milk and fruit juice affords a well- 
balanced feeding schedule. If the baby is 
breast-fed, this is a decided advantage, but 
the mother should endeavor to have the best 
quality of milk by using fresh fruits, salads 
and cooked non-starchy vegetables. 

The best substitute for mother’s milk is 
the Holstein cow's milk. If the baby is slightly 
constipated, this will usually correct itself if 
a slightly larger cmount of orange juice, to- 
mato juice, or prune juice, is given during the 
day. Occasionally, it may be advisable to use 
a small enema or an infant's suppository if the 
normal evacuation does not occur.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1884 people of 
historic Glengarry county cele- 
brated the centenary of that east- 
ern outpost of Loyalists, Cana- 
dian Scots had gathered from all 
sections of the Dominion to hon- 
or the gallant soldiers who thus 
laid in 1784 the foundation of 
Upper Canada. 

Williamsiown was the centre
